Is Proposed 


A tentative' budget for 1960 call­ 
ing for expenditures of $1,246,- 
504 was presented to the Bristol 
Township 
Board 
of 
Commis­ 
sioners last night. 
The commissioners agreed 
to 
hold the budget for public inspec­ 
tion for 30 days before adopting 
it next month. 
The expenditures are a quar- 
ter-of-a-million dollars higher than 
last year’s. 
The budget was presented to the 
commissioners 
by 
Richard 
J. 
Bowen, township m anager, in an 
82-page detailed statem ent. 
No Tax Increase 
Income for 1960 was estim ated 
at $1,259,289 leaving a balance of 
$12,785. The budget proposes no 
tax increase. Tile present rate of 
15 mills in the real estate was 
used to compute the estimated 
revenue. 
However this rate will be cut 
when the new. higher assessment 
figures are released. 
According to Bowen the average 
property owner will pay about the 
sam e tax as he did last year. 
In his budget message Bowen 
recommended increasing the po­ 
lice force, new salary schedules 
for the police department 
and

The action was taken on a five-, 
to-three vote, with two of the ten 
commissioners abstaining. All five 
of the votes to rescind were from 
Republicans, while the three “ no” j 
votes were cast I v Democrats. 
Commissioner LeRoy Evans pro­ 
posed the action as

worst for accidents and fatalities. 
’Open To Interference* 
Leonard B, Sokolove, who lead 
the Democratic attack, charge^; 
that dropping the “ no-fix” sys­ 
tem and reverting to the old sys-j 
tem would open the police depart­ 
ment to political interference. 
He said under the “ no-fix” sys­ 
tem the police wrote a ticket for 
traffic violation on the spot. Under 
the old system, which the police] 
will now be using, the officer takes i 
the nam e of the motorists and in-; 
formation of the violation as a! 
memorandum. The policeman has 
15 days to file this with the justice! 
of the peace who then mails out 
a summons. 
“There are 15 days where a; 
commissioner can contact, the of­ 
ficer and ask him to forget any 
violations. All he has to do is 
tear up a piece of paper,” Soko­ 
love said. 
Sokolove said police 
did

want the “ no-fix’’ ticket. “This 
is bowing to the protest from th e I 
police departm ent under the threat 
that they will sit down on the 
job,” he said.
